ON A VISIT 
TO QUEBEC

After thirty year’s residence ia 
Western Canada, the opportunity was 
given me this fall to visit the heart 
of French Canada fo: the first time. 
What I had read and heard, both tay 
ourable and otherwise, about the ane 
jient Province of Quebec and its peo- 
ple, had intrigued my interest. 

Montreal does not impress the vis- 
‘tor as being vastly different from any 
other great cosmopolitan centre, and 
ts probably, therefore, no more repre- 
sentative of French Canada than New 
York City is of the United States. 
However, as the traveler leaves Mon 
treal en route for Quebece City he is 
soon impressed with a difference in 
his fellow passengers the country- 
side and the settlements, English, 
which was almost universally spoken 
west of Montreal, now is heard quite 
infrequently. The _ hail-fellow-well- 
met atmosphere of the West and the 
reserve of the English speaking East 
gives way to a feeling of friendly 


courtesy characteristic of the Que- 
becois. 
The countryside becomes marked 


by the long, narrow farms, with the 
population more concentrated in vil- 
lages as is the custom in continental 
Europe— an outward sign of the soc- 
jally minded habitants These numer- 
Ous communities with the majestic 
Saint Lawrence river in’ the back- 
ground make the stretch of country 
between Montreal and Quebee City 
uniquely chaz’ *'ng. 

It is perhaps wrong to 
Quebee City is the most interesting 
place in North Americ when one con- 
siders the claims of Mexico City or 
New Orleans or Saint Augustine, 
Florida but it is safe to say that there 
is no place more interesting. To the

imaginative visitor there is a _ pro- 
found thrill in visiting the places 
here so abundantly associated with 


the heros and saints who have made 
Canada and who have impressed 
their names on the geography of near- 
1 all North America, It is doubtful if 
any like-sized city in the world 
could boast of having sheltered such 
men as Cliamplain, Du Luth, Front- 
enac, Radisson, La Verendrye, De- 
Laval Pere Marquette.

The Island of Orleans immediately 
east of the City is also of great histor- 
ical interest. A number of its seignor 
ial manor houses churches and othe: 
buildings date back 200 years or 
more, On this island Cartier landed 
over 400 years ago and General Wolle 
made it his headquarters during the 
siege of Quebec. Much of the ancient 
manner of living is retained here, so 
much so that it impresses one as a 
tat of old Europe transplanted, 

A little further east on the north 
shore of the river lies Sainte Anne de 
Beaupre, probably the most noted 
place of pilgrimage north of Mexie» 
The settlement was founded about 
1650 when some Breton 
were in serious difficulty owing to a 
storm on the river made a vow to Ste. 
Anne that they would erect a chapel 
in her honour if they were saved. The
